«intimate knowledge: and clear under- 
standing of the soldiers’ life in the Cana- 
dian ein Me have had a’ general 
idex about the life of the soldier and his 
routine but it was.the happy idea of Army 
Week to bring to thousands’ upon thou- 
sands of civiliang‘a deeper appreciation of 
the things that go to make up the life of 
the man in khaki. : 

In the Canadian army is seen the fine 
fighting machine which it is possible to 
develop. Science and research have gone 
a long way to make the soldier today the 
powerful ‘individual he is from the stand- 
point of physique, mind and intellect, 

In the army ‘is seen that perfection of 
training which achieves the ideal. Nothing 
is left to chance’ and haphazard as seems 

to be characteristic of some lives in peace- 
time days in civilian life. In the army 
every man is: trained ‘for the maximum 
result—he is to bedome the one*hundred 
per cent soldier. 7

They have seen how his morale is built up. 

In short they have witnessed the benefit 
of the co-ordination of every human 
faculty directed to one.end—the perfect 

s fighting man, perfect not only in physique, 
but in the mental and moral aspect as 
well. 

Little mysteries about life in camp have 
been brushed away by this week of intim- 
acy with.the fighting men, 

* One thing -which civilians can take to 
heart. is the importance’ of preparedness. 
The soldier's training is all preparation 
for the eventuality. This preparedness is 
many-sided and will stand the soldier in 
good stead in whatever emergency, he 
finds himself. Soldiers are “tops” physi- 
cally by reason of their physical training 
which is a stamina builder for not only 
the soldier but the civilian. 

The interest which civilians have shown 
‘in the soldier will be an inspiration to him 
in his training and in action. He, as a citi- 
zen soldier, has the .right to know that 
every civilian appreciates the sacrifices

What the civilians have learned through 
these days already passed in Army Week 
and what they will learn in the remaining 
days of the week will give them a deeper 
sense of their indebtedness to the men of 
the army. ; 

Army Week has. fortunately included 
Canada’s anniversary of Confederation. 
Here in the army and in the other armed 
forces is the proof of the quality of man- 
hood of those who: have dedicated them: 
selves to the defence” of the Empire and 
Canada and world democracy and the 
quality of the men and women of. the 
nation. 

Therefore the Army Week is one-of. the 
happiest conceptions for it inspires 
civilians and men in the army alike. The 
soldier, like the men of the other services, 
knows in - the’ ‘depth of his heart how 
deeply he is admired. and how loyally he 
is supported by the people in his great 
undertaking to be the representative of 
the Dominion and _ all those dearest to 
him in the great task he has undertaken— 
to cleanse the world of the foulness of the 
Nazis and the other aggressors and to 
preserve democracy. It strengthens his 
morale which nothing can break down.

,- During May, 1942, the: total primary 
load in.all four Hydro systems and the 
Northern Ontario properties advanced 22 
per cent over May, 1941,-while primary 
and secondary loads combined recorded a 
total increase of approximately 12 per 
cent. The increase is based on the maxi- 
mum 20-minute peak horsepower Joad. 
The Niagara system shows the largest in- 
crease in primary load, 28.1 per cent and 
Eastern Ontario is second with 12.1 per 
cent. Primary and secondary loads com- 
bined in the Thunder Bay system led the 
systems with 23.3 per cent increase, 
Niagara system was second with 13.4 per 
cent increase and Eastern Ontario w. 
‘third with 12.1 per cent increase. Niagara 
system’s total load of primary in May

reached 1,607,909 HP., 


Ontario system 180,696 H.P.

Have Democratic Armies 

And, strange as it may seem, the 
two States have more democratic 
rhs aoe or democratic coun- 

es. There is more opportunity to 
tise in the ranks; there is more 
personal attention paid to the in- 
dividual recruit, and there fs a 
greater mental and spiritual parti- 
clpation in the war, on the part of 
these armies. Germany and Russia 
wage revolutionary wars, for revo- 
lutionary objectives, with revolu- 
tionary methods, We don’t.

Germany Beginning to Tell People 
Of Havoc Wrought by British Raids

BERNE, July 4 — (AP) —+Ger- 
many, relaxing a strict press cen- 
sorship, finally is beginning to tell 
her people of the damage caused by 
repeated R.A. ralds on the Rhine- 
land and Ruhr districts in three 
years of war, specially the mass 
raids of 2942. 

Hitherto, German accounts were 
confined chiefly to newspapers in 
the areas concerned, but Since the 
RAF.-R.C.A.F, bombing of Co- 
logne, papers throughout the coun- 
try have taken up the discussion. 

Foreign correspondents in Berlin 
were requested not to report one 
article which appeared in Berlin 
under the heading “Crime Against 
Cologne.” 

The articles, by stressing the ne- 
cessity for preparedness, implied 
that Germany continued 
heavier raids in a British etfort, \ _ 
the Munich Nachrichten sald, 
destroy the economy of the tnduse 
trial heart of the Reich.”

Dick. Whittingdon f 

The phrase “like the lord mayor of 
London” is heard every now and then and 
no doubt gained a great dealeof emphasis 
from the legend which has gathered about 
the famous Dick Whittingdon, three 
times Lord Mayor of London. Now 
Whittingdon was born in the. late years of 
the fourteenth century and lived on until 
1428. That is almost five and a quarter 
centurieg ago. Whittingdon was undoubt- 
edly a man of great gifts. 

His name, though it goes back so far in 

the middle age history of London, yet has 
a modern application, for Sir Phene Neal, 
who was Lord Mayor ofthe city in 1930 
and 1981 claimed descent from this Dick 
Whittingdon, Sir Phene died this week at 
‘the age of eighty-one years and he was a 
striking figure:and character. He disliked 
long speeches—one of his as Lord Mayor 
actually using only fifteen words. He was 
a lawyer and was the first lawyer in half 
a century to fil} the office. 
? Sir Phene’s installation as Lord Mayor 
was carried out in every detail in con- 
formity with arcient usage. He had been 
named by the liverymen_ of the seventy 
city guides at the Guildhall on -Michael- 
mas Day 1930. On the day of his installa- 
tion probably more than a million persons 
lined the streets to see him drive to the 
Law Courts in his massive gilded coach. 
During the procession a life-sized effigy 
of ared lion held up by students on the 
Embankment caused three elephants to 
stampede from their ranks in the pro- 
cession and about fifty persons were hurt. 
Sir Phene-attended the funeral of Marshal 
Joffre in Paris. with a sword and mace 
bearer and a city marshal. Like his 
ancestor, the first self-made mayor of 
London, Sir Phé#fie was the son of a 
£olicitor. 

The encyclopedias say. Neal’s illustrious 
ancestor was the son of Sir William 
‘Whittingdon and was a mercer (dealer in 
textile fabrics). But the legend says Dick 
came to London as an orphan boy and, 
being abused by his master’s cook, started 
to runaway, but as he ran he heard the 
Bow Bells ringing: and seeming to say 
“Turn again, Whittingdon, thrice mayor

Vichy Rejects Proposals 
To Remove Demilitarized 


Warships From Alexandria 


Washington, July 14 —(AP)— 


Acting Secretary of State Sumner} La 


Welles disclosed today that the 
Vichy government has rejected two 
proposals by President Roosevelt for 
the removal] of demilitarized French 
warships from the Egyptian war 
zone. 


The seven warships involved were 
demilitarized, by agreement with 
British authorities shortly after the 
fall of France in 1340 and since 
then have remained in the British 
naval base at Alexandria. 

President Roosevelt, Welles said, 

proposed, to Vichy on July 3, that 
the warships be moved through the 
Buez Canal under the tective 
custody of the United States and 
sailed to an American port or some 
neutra! port, for internment until 
the end of the war, 
* The President pointed out to the 
Vichy government that the war- 
ships at Alexandria were in a pre- 
carious position, always likely to be 
subject to attack, whereas if they 
were removed to another port far 
from the war zone they would be 
safeguarded and returned to France 
after the war, 

At the same time Mr, Roosevelt 
warned Vichy that if this offer were 
rejected British authorities would 
de justified in ordering the French 
warships out of Alexandria throigh 
the canal, and if they did not 
follow such orders British forces 
i be fully Justified in destroy-

On July~9 President Roosevelt 
made a second proposal, He sug- 
gested that the warships be with~- 
drawn through the Suez Canal and 
proceed, under British and 
American guarantees of safe pass-

This is the season- for swimming. and 
‘ unfortunately it is the time of year when a 

great many drownings: occur. . At the 
last weekend. there were nine drownings, 
in one case the occupants of a launch 
jumping overboard as the small craft took 
fire. 
_. Unfortunately good swimmers are not 

infrequently lost. Hence because one is:a 
swimmer is no reason for not taking every 
precaution. 

Here follows a list of simple rules which 
may well demand the attention of those 
who go swimming. . 

Cramps are no respecters.of persons 
and those who are subject to them are 
advised to stay out of the water or to 
bathe only at a time when there is help 
near jn case of a seizure. 

One of the most treacherous factors is 
the undertow which unfortunately can 
bear off even a good swimnier to his death. 
This danger current lurks where least 
expected, $ 

It's always best to go swimming where 
there fre companions. Swimming alone 
leaves a swimmer in a sad -plight if he is 
caught in an- undertow .or becomes 
exhausted or suffers a cramp. t 

The best advice is to bathe in protected 
places. These are most likely to have 
crowds at hand, : ; 

It is dangerous to bathe in a spot that 
is not known to the swimmer. Bathing in a 
river where there are unknown conditions 
under the water, perhaps projecting rocks 
and sunken logs of trees, is ill-advised. 
Often in a stream persons who have been 
wading have sunk to théir death because 
they have-stepped beyond their depth. It 
is impossible to judge the depth of the 
bed of a stream because the water is 
placid on the surface, ~ 
- Swimmers are advised agafnst going 
into the water before two hours have 
elapsed from mealtime. 

Never take chances. Good swimmers 
have been drowned. 

Those who have any heart weakness 
are advised against the exertion of 


swimming.

If it’s a long 
one, take your ration card and give it to 
your hostess. Visitors from the United 
States should apply to the Ration Office, 
Ottawa, before leaving their.own country, 
and cards will be mailed to them, or appli- 
cation cards can be obtained from Immi- 
gration officers along the border. 

For the boys in the armed services, 
you must supply the sugar for the first 
week of their stay—if they have a longer 
Jeave they will be presented with.ration 
cards, 

If your husband. isia beekeeper he can 
get a supply of sugar ‘as an industrial 
uger, on application to e Provincfal 
Apiarist. 

But, Madam, you can’t -getan extra 
ration if you intend throwing a big party 
for the in-laws, or other guests. You must 
smile and say “I did it with my own little 
ration card.” The same applies if you 
wish to send sugar to friends overseas, 

If you are a farmer's wife and must 
feed hungry harvest hands, threshers or 
fruit pickers, you can secure extra sugar 
by applying on a special voucher at the 
retai] store. And your “cold pack” fruit 
can be sweetened by sugar secured by the 
same means as that employed for pre- 
serving and canning. 

Little Junior is entitled to a ration card 
as soon as he sees the: light of day. When 
the baby comes along, merely fill out an 
application card and send it to the nearest 
Ration Office. 

But, Madam, remember, the govern- 
ment is placing“) you on your honor as 
regards sugar for special purposes. Don't 
be surprised if a casual gentleman drops 
in some day and’ asks ‘to see your sugar 
supply. Be a nice girl an@ show him the 
amount, and¢save yourself some unneces- 
sary embarrassment by having on’ hand 
the amount you are entitled to.

In treatment, pure vitamin B1 
was the only remedy used and no 
change in the diet was made, In 
about three of every four cases the 
Bi was given by mouth and in the 
other one in four, it was given by 
injection, 


The daily dose was determined by 
the length of time the patient had 
, been suffering and the severity of 
the pain. The average dose. varied 
from 1000 to 3000 International 
units dally. Large doses were given 
by injection where no improvement 
was noted. and to fhe patients 
harp peat was sl6w or incom- 
plete. 


‘What were the results of the vita- 
min Bi treatment in this large 
number of cases (520)?

EH. Alamein, Egypt, July 22 (CP- 
Rewters)—In the early dawn of a 
day on which the British were 
standing off Rommel’s men at El 
Alamein five British and five South 
African soldiers, bearded and un- 
kept, walked into this outpost and 
told the story of a 200 mile journey 
on foot from Tobruk. 

Thirty yards outside the barrier 
of El Alamein they met a British 
night patrol returning from a raid, 
Three hundred miles and 17 days 
before that meeting they began 
thelr journey. 

The party was piloted the whole 
way from Tobruk by Lieut. W. Gibb, 
a South African international soccer 
player who now is an officer of a 
reconnaissance battalion. He was 
equipped with & compass and maps 
which took them as far as Mersa 
Mutruh. The rest of the way he 
just relied on a general sense of 
direction in the desert. 

The 10 men travelled 200 miles 
on foot and more than 100 miles by 
lorry before they made the Libya- 
Egypt road 12 miles east of El 
Alamein where they abandoned the 
transport yehicle they were using 
for fear of attracting too much at- 
tention. By night they drove and 
walked. By day they rested. For 
water they drained the radiators 
of derelict: vehicles and for food 
they took rations from forgotten 
lockers of abandoned transports. 

The men left Tobruk at 9 p.m. 
June 21 just efter the fort had 
fallen. «

He never knew the differ- 
ence and gladly paid the extra fee of a 
quarter, 

One regular client, a top sergeant, has 
his most endearing letters written with 
purple ink “because that’s a passionate 
color.” 

Another client gets a wholesale rate for 


the identical letters the bureau writes to 


six of his sweethearts each week. 

One of their most difficult cases was 
writing letters for aj young private who 
sought to recapture the affections of a girl 
who had been neglecting him. The trainee 
complained that the object of his affect- 
ions hadn’t written for nearly a month, It 


took only two letters to get the girl to put} ; 


the private back on her mailing list. 

The response to their service has been 
so enthusiastic that the partners are 
getting ready to add special features, such 
as an eight-letter offer spread ovér a 
period of a month with ‘an additional 
letter to the commanding officer request- 
ing a furlough. , 

The partners envision great possibilities 
for their new scheme. They reason that by 
the time their letters get a girl into an 
amorous state of mind, the furlough will 
be granted and their client can then speed 
homeward: to follow up the good work in 
person. The only catch is that by the time 
they can wangle a furlough from a typical 
officer the girl probably will be a grand- 
mother.

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Canada’s Production 
in Second Quarter of ’42 
Three Times '41 Period 


Ottawa, July 24. (CP)—Canada's 

munition production for the second 
quarter of 1942 was almost three 
times that of the same period of 
1941, the joint war production com- 
mittee of Canada and the United 
States sald in a report made today 
to Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
and President Roosevelt, 
. A statement on the report, sub- 
mitted by the joint chairmen, Milo 
Perking of the United States sec- 
tion and G. K. Shiels, deputy mu- 
nitions and supply minister, for the 
Canadian section, was made public 
simultaneously in Ottawa and 
Washington. 

The report, first to be made by 
the committee which wag organiz- 
ed December last, summarized ac- 
tion taken so far to increase the 
war output of both countries by 
reducing duplication, revising spec- 
Ifications to increase the number 
of common type weapons, arrang- 
ing more rapid exchanges of sup- 


fan production, including many 
critical items, was up nearly three 
times for the same period. Future 
schedules call for still sharper in-

United States orders for Canad- 
jan munitions have more than 
doubled in recent months, it was 
reported.

Railway 
cars are needed for transferring 
war materials and by Autumn the 
crops will begin to move and there 
won't be room on the traffic lines 
for everything. . 

To get immediate delivery of coal 
the dealer must be paid, so the 
government has arranged “Solid 
Fuel Credit Plan” which will en- 
able consumers, through their fuel 
dealer, to borrow money from the 
bank in order to pay for the coal 
they are purchasing now. Not 
less than $50 can be borrowed and 
not more than $250. This moncy 
can be borrowed from the bank if 
the dealer is prepared to back his 
customer as a satisfactory risk.

_A Lesson in Saving 

The war has taught a lesson in saving 
what used to be called waste or “junk.” 
So much that people had used was to 
them just “junk.” Now in the scarcity of 
certain materials this “junk” becomes 
very important as it ekes out the national 
supplies of materials which are necessary 
in war. Under war economy every citizen 
is in duty bound to salvage everything 
which can be salvaged. There must not be 
repetition of the discarding of “‘junk” in 
pre-war day style. 

Now is realized how much meta} is 
necessary and in how many combinations 
metals are used in the products of industry 
with which man is surrounded. Before the 
war the mention of metal meant lesa than 
it does today. The word then would not 
signify what it does today—something 
that cannot be done without. Now every- 
one can fitd metals in articles which he 
never bothered his head about before. He 
realizes in some form or other how much 
metal has everywhere been used and how 
science has used these metals so effect- 
ively. 

Today much of the use of metals has 
been restricted under war’s necessity and 
held to war work. It is when man is de- 
prived of something that he comes to 
realize its value. In realizing the value of 
metals and rubber today he knows it from 
avery good and compelling reason— 
nationa] necessity. 

Today it is the loyal citizen's duty to do 
his part in collecting this scrap of which 
he can find his own share on his own 
premises, in his attic, his garage, his base- 
ment. From these places must come every 
bit that’ can be found of those things 
which can be ‘used again, not in their 

~ present form but after retreatment to be- 
come & part of some product one hundred 
per cent'a war essential or necessity. 

People must vie with one apother in 
collecting these things. In a while what is 
collected goes to the front in the form of 
tires, in tanks, cannon, skips, bullets. 
There it serves the cause of the nation. 

Let everyone become a part of the local 
salvage drive. 


Training Mechanics 

Canada has taken steps to assure her 
fighting men continued mobility, The 
big difference between this and other 
wars is mobilization. Canada’s 1942 army 
moves fast. It moves,in tanks, trucks, 
tractors, motorcycles and many other 
types of vehicles. This means that mech- 
anics ate in great demand. To meet this 
situation the Cahadian army as wel] as the 
United States army is training personnel 
along mechanical lines. In Canada indus- 
trial firms are co-operating with the 
Government in producing skilled mechan- 
ies for the army. 

A six weeks’ course is equivalent to 
about two years of normal apprenticeship 
and the graduates leave the schools with 
complete confidence in their ability to 
cope with many normal motor problems 
with which they may be confronted.
